REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-7 are cancelled by the Applicant. 

Examiner's Amendment

3. Claims 2, 8 and 9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest an information recording 
method of recording a recording track and a pit positioned between the recording tracks 
characterized by comprising steps of: 

Rotating the disk, recording a recording track by irradiating a beam directly from 
a single electron optical system onto the original disc; deflecting the beam used for 
recording the recording track, in a radial direction to a position where a pit is to be 
formed when the beam reaches a predetermined position; recording the pit; deflecting 
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the beam again, this time in a tangential direction; and finally deflecting the beam back 
to the position of the disc where the deflection from the recording track to the recording 
pit takes place when the beam reaches a predetermined position. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Deeman (US 2004/0021976) teaches apparatus for exerting control of rotating electron 
beam recorder. 

Isshiki (US 7,187,643) teaches a device for deflecting and blanking an electron beam.
